DIGESTS OF CURRENT NYC THEATRE REVIEWS 


Look Homeward Angel with 3 new leads drew praise of 
Chapman, News and Watts, Post. Both found it as beautiful and 
moving as ever. Andrew Prine as Wolfe is altogether splendid 
--sensitive, dreamy, burning withyearning, the kind of actor one 
would dream of in this role, cheered News aisle-sitter. Miriam 
Hopkins as boy's mother is cold sharp and gives an altogether 
intelligent performance, while Ed Begley as the father gives 
zest and humor to the whole play. As for the names of those 
they replaced, critic doesn't remember or care. Post critic 
agrees that nothing has changed the impression that it is one 
of the finest new American plays of the season and one of the 
distinguished works of American dramatic literature. He 
found the skill of George Roy Hill's direction still evident, 
Production deserves all the awards bestowed upon it, and 
Watts will be disappointed if play doesn't prove as popular in 
Europe as in NY. 


MUSIC IN CURRENT HITS 


West Side Story music by Leonard Bernstein from start 
to finish cuts a nervous, edgy vitality that is hypotically fas- 
cinating, rates Johnson, Post. Bernstein's rhythmic momen- 
tum is deliberately and dynamically unsettled, brought about 
largely by the rhymth's continuously varied beats and synco- 
pated accents, rates music critic. 


The Boy Friend is thriving on its jazzy moods of the 
Charleston twenties, pertly exposed by an abbreviated in- 
strumental ensemble, approves Johnson, Post, Natalie Char- 
lson, who is responsible for the musical direction and offic- 
iates nightly at ‘he piano, has been and is a strong-arm of 
the show. He: vigor participates continuously at the key- 

board, while her pep adds to the general effervescence.

Without the Art Subsidies, British opera and ballet 
would die overnight, the standard of production at the 
Old Vic would deteriorate and many excellent repertory 
companies would be compelled to ring down the curtain 
for the last time, states "Stage" editorial. | million 
pounds was total government expenditure for theatrical 
arts in 1958-59 season, with 5 million going to upkeep of 
national art collections. 


Theatre is grateful for State aid so far received, 
but it is by no means enough even for day-to-day re- 
quirements, British tradepaper points out. A curious 
resentment exists in England about spending public 
money on the arts, especially the arts of the theatre, 
which so often provides pleasure as well as culture, 
No one has protested about public money being spent on 
masterpieces for art galleries, but State assistance on 
any scale in current artistic endeavour is a fairly re- 
cent matter, 


The man in the street seems to be coming aware 
that money must be spent on the arts and in due course 
grants may be increased, without a public outcry, until 
Covent Garden and Sadler Wells are no longer in the 
humiliating position of having to beg for money under 
continual threat of having to close down, not through 
lack of support, but because they have no financial 
reserves, 


An increased Treasury grant could well become 
a national investment, editorial suggests. The French 
government spends a fortune on the Paris Opera each 
year because they are wise enough to realize it is one 
of the greatest tourist attractions in the world, regard- 
less of what is being performed on the stage.
